The principal business before coun- 


cil Tuesday evening was the resolu- 
tion providing for the widening of 
Mill street and creation an outlet to 
the paper mill. Hon. J. W. Cassing- 
ham and W. II. Bacbert were present 
as was C- B. Hunt, 


The questlou came up when Cleric 


Wicuiner read a resulu ion directing 
Solicitor McDowell to prepare a reso- 
lution providing for the extension of 
Mill to North Fifth. 


'•1 would like to say one word on 
the legality of this proceeding," said 
Judge Hunt. 
"Some members Of 


council are under the impression that 
a proceeding looking to the condem- 
nation of property for street purposes 
is legal. That is not correct. The 
supreme court has said that it must 
be fi>r the benefit of the public and 
not for any individual. 


"Assuming- that this property now 


owned by several persons belonged to 
one, would it be legal to put a street 
or alley through? 
Would any one 


urge the public necessity ior a streef- 
lf a street is not a public necessity 
when the property is owned bv one it 
certainly is not when owned by sev- 
eral persons. 
Strip this thing of the 


wrong ideas of what council ought to 
do. These property owners will want 
a fair price for their land, and it will 
be no meaner sum. They will insist 
on having the full valuation. 
Coun- 


cil should consider carefully. You 
have no right to confiscate private 
property for the benefit of another 
private individual. The present own- 
ers of the paper mill knew what they 
were getting when they bought the 
property. This matter came up in 1896 
and council refused to have anything 
to do with it as it was for the benefit 
of a private person. 
Council should 
hesitate and consider the present high 
rate 
of 
taxation 
before 
taking 
action.''

Seventh between Main and Walnut 
was tabled. Mr. Johnson and Mr. Wis- 
enburg thinking it unnecessary and 
Mr. Powelson remarking that if coun- 
cil had money to spend it might pave 
Sixth between the same streets. 


The resolntion to open North Fifth 


went over until the Mill street mat- 
ter is decided. 


There was another resolution for 


.be opening of Eleventh from East 
Main to Chestnut, and council exam- 
neda plat submitted by the engi- 
neer. It passed. Mr. Tish and Mr. 
Wisenburg voting nay. Ctuictldis- 
nssed the advisability of opening 
Twelfth, but it was thought best to 
cave that until some later date when 
t is ueede-i more tban at present.

Miher was at work on the flat when 


a car was being dumped from above. 
The framework supporting the appli- 
ances 
in

without 
warning, 
and

of material fell into the flat with 
a 
crash. 
Miller 
was 
caught 


under the pan and pressed against 
the side of the flat in such manner as 
u> cause the belief that be was badly 
hurt. A number of workmen were 
near and they set about to free Mil- 
ler but it was by no means an easy 
task. At length the pan was pried 
away and be was taken from the flat. 


Word of the accident had been tele- 


phoned to the company's office in this 
city and G. W. Cassingbam accompan- 
ied by Doctor Marshall drove with all 
possible speed to the mine. 
An ex- 


amination showed that no bones were 
broken but Doctor Marshall fears in- 
ternal in juries as Miller was squeezed 
about the body. 


Miller was brought home and given 
every attention possible. He is mar- 
ried and is well known in the city, be- 
ing the son of James Miller who oper- 
ates a brickyard in the upper part of 
the city.

The 
world never saw a grander exhibition 
of unselfish sacrifice than they made 
In pure devotion to their country, and 
this la what we have to comniein^raio 
what we have "to emulate, what w.^ 
have to teach our children to hold In 
lasting honor.

Heroic eflorta were made to strength- 
en it. while nearly 1.000 residents 
ot the district thus endangered fled 
for their lives. In many eases leaving 
their household goods behind them. 


The Des Moines rirer reached the 


high-water mark of 1892. which was 
20 feet, at midnight. 
At that hour 


the l«vee on the north side of town 
broke, flooding a large residence sec- 
tion. Most of the families bad moved 
out earlier in the evening. 
A small 


break occurred hi the Raccoon river 
levee early this morning, and a large 
force of men is attempting to hold 
the fiood in check. Two Rock Island 
feBRtbound passenger trains due nere 
are held at Commerce. 20 miles west 
of here, where the tracks are covered 
with water. Trains on other roads, 
though late, keep in motion. The 
Des Moines river dam is weakening. 
If It goes out It will endanger four 
city and all the railroad bridges. 


A Raging Torrent. 


Omaha. July 
10.—At 
BecQington 


the Paplo river has risen from a slug- 
gish stream to a torrent a mile in 
width In places. A number of 
Uie 


houses In the east end of town have 
been washed from their foundations 
and 20 families were forced to aban- 
don their homes. Fifteen hundred 
feet of Elkhorn track in the river bot- 
tom disappeared during the night and 
several trains are blocked on both 
sides of the washouts. A great num- 
ber of bridges have been washed out. 
At Beatrice the situation is growing 
worse hourly, and the fiood tareatens 
to go higher than in 1892, when half 
the town was submerged.

the Blue river is rising at the rate 
of three inches an hour. A conserv- 
ative •estimate places the losses from 
floods in Nebraska at over $1,000,000, 
and may exceed twice teat amount.

Des Moines, July 10. — The levee on 


the Raccoon river near Maury and 
Railroad streets commenced to weak- 
en and water was Bowiae over and 
through it la a number of places. 
Heroic efforts were made to strength- 
en it. while nearly 1.000 residents 
of the district thus endangered fled 
for their lives, la many eases leaving 
their household goods behind them. 


The DCS Moines river reached the 


high-water mark of 1892. which was 
20 feet, at midnight. 
At that hour 


the levee on the north side of town 
broke, flooding a large residence sec- 
tion. Most of the families had moved 
out earlier in the evening. A small 
break occurred hi the Raccoon river 
levee early this morning, and a large 
force of men Is attempting to hold 
the flood In check. Two Rock Island 
eastbound passenger trains due nere 
are held at Commerce. 20 miles west 
of here, where the tracks arc covered 
with water. Trains on other roads. 
though late, keep In motion. The 
Des Moines river dam Is weakening. 
If It goes out it will endanger four 
city and all the railroad bridges.
